It’s the time of year for exploration, and the law library’s 
attorney subscribers are invited to discover the resources 
and convenience of its library locations across Stark County. 
Besides the main law library in downtown Canton, two 
smaller law library extensions are located inside the Massil-
lon and Alliance Municipal Buildings—both open exclusively 
to attorney subscribers. 
      In addition to updated print copies of popular Ohio re-
sources (the Ohio Revised Code, Ohio Jurisprudence, and  a 
number of Ohio treatises), both law library branches offer 
computer access to many electronic Ohio resources as well, 
including the revised code, administrative code, Ohio Juris-
purdence, all Baldwin’s Practice Series titles, and all Bald-
win’s Ohio Handbooks. RIA Tax Desk and CCH Intelliconnect 
Human Resources databases are also available on the com-
puters at each location. A copier is available at the Alliance 
branch for patrons seeking to copy the information they 
need from the library’s physical collection. 
     Both libraries are open on weekdays from 8:30 am to 
4:30 pm. To gain access to the Massillon library extension, 
patrons can enter through the court office by using the call 
button on the entrance door. Patrons of the Alliance exten-
sion should enter the Municipal Building through the main 
entrance and request the master key from the police de-
partment or Judge Zumbar’s office.  
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The year has been full of major legal news stories—from 
investigations into police misconduct, debate on the le-
gality of same-sex marriage, important decisions regard-
ing net neutrality and data mining practices, and reflec-
tions on corporate privacy and trade secrets. Clients may 

have specific questions about these issues in relation to their cases, and these topics are likely to come up in casual conver-
sation. Luckily the law library has just what attorneys need to stay informed on the finer legal points of these current 
events.

Ohio’s County Law Libraries Unite to Provide Online Catalog Search 
Need the latest edition of a resource we don’t have on  
our shelves? Or maybe you just wish there was  
more material available on a particular legal  
topic? Are you curious about what Ohio’s  
other county law libraries have to offer?  
     A new online catalog search allows legal  
researchers to simultaneously browse the  
collections of over thirty of Ohio’s county  
law libraries. Dubbed the “Union Catalog,”  
a number of county law libraries from north- 
east and central Ohio have chosen to participate, including 
Tuscarawas, Guernsey, Muskingum, Portage, Wayne, Ma-
honing, Geauga, Cuyahoga, and (of course) Stark. With so 
many legal resources at researchers’ fingertips, it’s never 
been easier to find and request materials from other law 
libraries. 
   

     To access the Union Catalog online, follow these simple 
steps:  
    1. Visit  the  Franklin  County  Law  Library  home- 
        page at http://lawlibrary.franklincountyohio.gov/. 
     2. Click the LibraryWorld link in the left-hand menu. 
     3. Click the UNION icon on the left side of the screen. 
 
     The Union Catalog homepage on LibraryWorld lists all 
the participating county law libraries whose holdings 
information is included in the catalog.  Users can search 
for resources by keyword, title, and author in the search 
bar provided at the top of the main page, and the num-
ber of available resources matching the search terms 
will appear next to each participating library location. 
Clicking on the location names provides detailed title 
information for what’s available at each law library. 
     To request a title from another law library, simply e-
mail inform@starkcountyohio.gov or call us at 330-451-
7380, and we’ll notify  
you when it’s  
available to  
pick up. 

Download the catalog app from the iTunes or 
Google Play stores for easy access on the go! 

The LibraryWorld app allows users to separately search the catalogs of most 
county law libraries that are Union Catalog participants. For instance,  to 
search  the Franklin County Law Library catalog in the app, simply open the 
Info window and type “Franklin County” in the library name box. (There’s also 
a password box, but this should remain empty.) Then open the search win-
dow and start browsing for titles! The Stark County Law Library catalog isn’t 
yet completely up to date on LibraryWorld, so users should continue to ac-
cess the SCLL catalog on our website:  http://www.catalog.starklawlibrary.org/

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understanding microfilm resources  
The law library will soon be replacing its old 
microfilm machines with a new digital micro-
film/microfiche reader. This handy guide will 
help you begin utilizing this new research tool as 
soon as it arrives.   
Why Is Microfilm Still Relevant? To some, mi-
crofilm technology falls into the same category 
as typewriters and record players: virtually ob-
solete. But while the technology isn’t state-of-
the-art, it’s an archival system that has with-
stood the test of time—literally. In fact, when 
properly stored, microfilm and microfiche rec-
ords can last up to 500 years! Plus, it requires 
only a fraction of the storage space compared  
to housing printed volumes of the same infor-

mation. And a number of older legal records 
simply aren’t available in any other format—
even if storage space wasn’t an issue.  
What Microfilm Resources Are Available? The 
law library’s microfilm/fiche collection includes 
a mix of state and federal resources, reporters, 
and periodicals. Some highlights include: 
 Ohio General Assembly Fiscal Notes, Testi-

monies, and Bills (1888-1992) 
 Ohio Legislative Service Commission Bill 

Analyses (spanning the 104th-123rd Gen-
eral Assemblies) 

 5th District Appeals Court Decisions (1974-
1992) 

How Do I Find Microfilm Resources? Labels on 
the metal cabinets and drawers near the peri-
odical archives at the back of the library indicate 
where each microfilm/fiche collection is locat-
ed. The individual fiche cards and film rolls with-
in each collection are labeled with their specific 
contents and are organized chronologically. 

 
Your research time is precious, and 
these quick tips can help optimize your 
efforts across a variety of research plat-
forms: 

 

Use Boolean Operators 
     Particularly useful for research data-
bases like Westlaw and Lexis that can 
generate hundreds of pages of search 
results, Boolean Operators are proximity 
connectors and connector words that 
can, when used in the right combination, 
make the average keyword search more 
precise. The American Association of 
Law Libraries provides a handy flowchart

Try Keyboard  Commands 
     Using keyboard commands while 
researching online can drastically speed 
up mundane processes like copying and 
pasting text, opening and closing search 
windows, scrolling through pages, and 
searching for keywords inside Web con-
tent.

Print/ Send the Essentials 
     Few things seem more time consum-
ing than shuffling through a pile of 
Westlaw information just to discard the 
unnecessary pages. Or slogging through 
a huge Westlaw PDF to find the one 
paragraph you needed. Luckily Westlaw 
now gives users the option to deliver/
print specific star pagination ranges with-
in large documents.

Search Subject Headings 
     According to the Law Library of Con-
gress, users often default to a keyword 
search when browsing a library catalog, 
not realizing that they may be inadvert-
ently handicapping their research ef-
forts.
